Government 
Lifts Cotton 
Controls 


Washington, Oct. 4 — (/P) — The 


government has lifted-all restric- 
tions on cotton production in 1951. 
But has not yet indicated whether 
it will boost price guarantees to get 
a needed increase in the size of the 
crop. 


Secretary o f Agriculture Brannan 


announced late yesterday that rigid 
acreage allotments and marketing 
quotas in effect this year will be 
suspended for next year's crop. 


In taking this action, the secre- 


tary said the nation needs at least 
two-thirds more cotton than farm- 
ers grew this year. Otherwise, it 
might run into a serious shortage 
under the national defense program- 


Officials say it is reasonable to 


assume that there will be a sharp 
expansion in the Mississippi Delta 
area, Texas, Oklahoma and Cal- 
ifornia. Cotton production has been 
moving westward for the past sev- 
eral decades. Productioon costs ge 
erally are lower there. 


Brannan already has asked for a 


larger crop of wheat next year. He 
asked farmers to plant at least 72,- 
000,000 acres compared with about 
69,000,000 this year. 


His next big decision moves to 


corn, major livestock feed grain, 
the basis for beef and hog produc- 
tion. This year's crop is being pro- 
duced under acreage restrictions 
While demand for livestock pro- 
ducts picking up under influence of 
national defense spending, it is gen- 
erally expected that the secretary 
will call for .more corn as well as 
wheat aand cotton in 1951.

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei Y. 


Vishinsky takes the floor in the as- 
sembly's 60-nation political com- 
mittee to make a final plea for ac- 
ceptance of his plan.. British Min- 
ster of State Kenneth Younger is 
scheduled to follow him with an ap- 
peal for support of the American- 
backed proposal submitted by Brit- 
ain and seven other nations. 


Most delegates expect a vote late 


ii the day despite last-minute at- 
tempts by Yugoslavia and India yes 
terday to shunt both plans to a sub- 
committee for a try at comprimise. 
-An overwhelming victory was fore 
cast for the west's peace blueprint 
which Nationalist China's DR. T. F. 
Tsiang hailed as promising "inde- 
pendence, unity and rehabilitation" 
to warn-torn Korea. 


Russia 
probably will not be 


able to line up any votes for her 
plan — which calls^for an imme- 
diate cease-fire, withdrawal of for- 
eign troops, and later 
elections 


which the Soviet Union and Com- 
munist China would help supervise 
— exceept from her satellites. 


Delegates, in private conversa- 


tions, have labelled the Soviet pro- 
posal an attempt to snatch politi- 
cal victory from military 
defeat 


and have indicated they want 
part of any such scheme.. 


Red invaders may have lost a last 
desperate gamble to retain, a foot- 
hold in the upper edge of South Ko- 
rea. 


Speculating on the reported, mys- 


terious southward move of a col- 
umn from the northern border of 
North Korea, some Pentagon of- 
ficials advanced this as one pos- 
sible theory: 


The column, if it really is a sub- 


stantial military force, may ;have 
headed southward to try. to rein- 
force a Communist remnant which 
held desperately to a point only 12 
miles north of Seoul. If so", itf ap- 
peared to be too late. U. S..ma- 
rines today occupied Uijongbu,.-a 
town straddling 
the route over 


which the Red army began its 'in- 
vasion of South Korea. Fierce-'re- 
sistance there was believed to be 
an effort to cover other North Ko- 
rean troops retreating northward.

This time, however, the evidence, 


seemed more specific. American 
planes knocked out 85 trucks and 
other vehicles in convoys which 
were spotted for the first time late 
Monday, then located in hiding 
again on Tuesday.

little information reaching the Petu 
tagon to indicate its nature. First 
reports made no mention of tanks:

Says 10,000 
Civilians in 
Seoul Killed

Seoul, 6ct. 4 — (/P) — A South 


Korean official estimated today the 
Communists massacred more than 
10,000 eoul residents before being 
driven from the capital city by U.S. 
naarins and doughboys. 


"Several thousand more are re- 


ported lying in the hills," said Lee 
Joong Choon, chief of the munici- 
pal public information section of 
Seoul. "Many were dumped into 
rivers by the Reds." 


Lee said the city actually 
had 


buried only 375 bodies, some of 
them victims of the street-by-street 
fighting for Seoul. 


Another source, all declined to be 


identified, said mass killings were 
not the work of North Koreans 
alone. He said the number of non- 
combatants slain by both the Com- 
munist police and South Korean 
soldiers probably would total sev- 
veral tens of thousands in all South 
Korea. 
AP Correspondent Stan 
Swinton 


reported from Kunsan, west coast 
port, that a survivor told United 
Nations investigators 2,000 South 
Koreans were killed at 
Chonju. 


The investigators there are Lt. 
Col. Benito N. Ebuen and Major 
D. Dionisio Ojeda, both of 
the 


Philippines. 


One source said "people's court" 


in Seoul were organized hastily and 
in operation within 10 days after 
Communist occupation of the capi- 
tal June 28. He said political pris- 
oners were "tried" this way:

Communist call for a walkout de- 
manding further general wage in- 
creases. But the Reds appeared to 
have failed to lure workers of the 
Socialist and Peoples party — the 
bulk of Austria's labor — out of 
their factories. 
. The Red effort was expected to 
climax late this afternoon in a 
march at 5 p. m. on Vienna's gov- 
ernmental center. Austrian police, 
who last night- were issued rifles 
and steel helmets for the first time

to meet expected violence.

Socialist workers in power plants, 


gas works, railways and streetcar 
barns told the Communists they 
would not join them. Red orga- 
nizers were rushing about the city, 
visiting all key installations in 
hopes of finding supporters. 


But the government appeal to 


workers to preserve their freedom 
against what was dscribed as a 
Red attempt to smash the govern- 
ment appeared at first sight to have 
had a strong influence on the vast 
majority of workers.

Domestic 
Issues Now

Washington, Oct. 4 — (fP) — Do- 


mestic problems began to reclaim 
attention in the congressional cam- 
paign today as military

tended to dimmish the Korean war 
as a political issue. 


Senator Taft (R-Ohio,) who has 


been contending the Truman admin- 
istration's "blunders" invited the 
Korean Communist attack, shifted 
to a denunciation of the Brannan 
farm plan. 


In a weekly report to Ohio voters, 


Taft says the Brannan plan—which 
would provide direct government 
subsidies to growers of perishable 
crops under certain circumstances 
—"is a fraud on its face." 


He complained that supporters of 


the Brannan plan have not 
said 


anything about the taxes which 
would be necessary to pay farm- 
ers who sold their perishables at 
prevailing market prices l o w e r 
than fixed standards.

U.S. Asked to 
Help Slavs in

Washington, Oct. 4—(/P)—The Uni- 


ted States is being asked to help 
Yugoslavia meet a threatened food 
crisis following a disastrous sum- 
mer drought. 


Officials said yesterday that Am- 


bassaador Vladimir Popovic, who 
recently returned from Belgrade,, 
has conferred with state depart- 
ment officials twice within the last 
few days. U. S. Ambassador George 
Allen was reported to be holding 
similar talks in Belgrade. 


In line with the policy of helping 


Communist Yugoslavia against So- 
viet pressure resulting from Mar- 
shal Tito's split with the Kremlin, 
officials told a reporter some U. S. 
help probably would be fcrhcom- 
ing. 


But what form it would take was 


reported to be undecided. Yugo- 
slavia is not eligible for aid from 
the economic cooperation adminis- 
tratioon (ECA). She has received 
loans or pledges from the export- 
import bannk, but these are ear- 
marked for industrial expansion.

Industrial 
Priority to 
Armed Services 


Washington, Oct. 3 — (fP) — A 


simple, ironclad priority 
system 


was imposed on industry today as 
a bottleneck-buster for the $30, 
000,000,000-a-year d e f e n s epro 
gram. 


With this action, the national 


production authority felt it had 
provided the 
basic kit of tools 


needed to keep the defense pro- 
duction drive in high gear despite 
prospective shortages. 


A single priority rating —iden- 


tified by the symbol "do", for 
"defense order" — will give mil- 
itary contracts let by the armed 
forces or the atomic energy com- 
mission the right of way in any 
defense plant. 


The NPA regulation, announced 


by Aministrator William H. Har- 
rison last night, requires e v e r y 
company to accept "do" orders 
and make delivery on time. Ci- 
vilian work must be sidetracked 
if necessary. 


Officials said they knew of no 


delays on munitions work 
thus 


far. But shortages of steel, cop- 
per, aluminum and 
other 
vital 


materials are 
expected 
to de- 


velop as the arms program picks 
up speed. 
"Our 
national 
defense 
effort 


has first call on the nation's re- 
sources,", Harrison said in an- 
nouncing the priority order.
